AWARD 


Dismissal of an enrployee of a Co-operative Society is the fssue referred 
for adjudication by Government as per G.O. (Rt.) No. 586 /80 /LBR 
dated 9-5-1980 . 

2. The employee concerned was the Secretary of the Society . Sho 
was initially placed under suspension pending enquiry into certain charges 
on 23-5-1978 . Subsequently she was dismissed with effect from 12-12-1978 . 
The employee in the charter of demands as well as her clarification state . 
ment filed before this Court attacks the dismissal as one intended to victimise 
her . According to her there was no valid and proper domestic enquiry into 
the charges. An Advocate who was appointed to conduct a domestic 
enc uiry , was not permited to complete the enquiry as the Society appreh 
ended that the verdict is likely to be unfavourable to it . The dismissal is 
not sustainable and therefore she has to be reinstated with all benefits. 

3. The Management in its written statement contends that the 
employee was adopting all sorts of delaying tactics at the domestic enquiry 
held by the Advocate appointed for that purpose and therefore a sub 
committee of the Director Board Members was appointed to conduct an 
independent enquiry . That sub- committee found that the employee was 
guilty of shortage in stock for which she was responsible . The offence was 
serious and therefore she was dismissed . She is not entitled to reinstatement 
or any other benefits. 

4. When the case came up for evidence the Management Society 
offered to reinstate the dismissed employce to the position of its Secretary 
without benefits of back wages. It was also submitted on behalf of the 
Society by the learned counsel appearing for it that the society is not now 
in a position to substantiate the charges and i: may not be burdened with 
liability to pay back wages as it is facing a very serious financial crisis. The 
learned counsel appearing on behalf of the employee then submitted that 
his client had already secured alternate employment as the Secretary of 
another Society and iherefore reinstatement in the former employer Society 
is not pressed and back wages for the broken period alone need be awarded 
The learned counsel conceded before me that the Management Society has 
its own financial problems and therefore full back wages need not be 
awarded . The claim is limited to fifty per cent of the back wages. 

5. In view of the subsequent developmentwe are not now concerned 
with the merits of the charges on which the dismissal was effected . 
Admittedly the employee had secured better employment elsewhere . 
Probably the Society is now offering to reinstate her because she is already 
having another job . So there is no meaning in saying that the Society is 
now prepared to take her back and a leniency tɔ forego back wages has to be 
shown in return . In these state of affairs the employee should be given 
some bencfits for the broken period . The claim for 50 per cent of the back 
wnges is modest and reasonable . That can be allowed . It is said that the 


employee was not paid anything ever since her suspension on 23-5-1978 . 
It is conceded that the employoe got alternate employment somesix months 
back. So fifty per cent of the back wages from 23-5-1978 till 31-12-1981 
will be paid by the Society . It is said that the employee was being paid at 
the rate of Rs 240 per mensem . The broken period in terms of completed 
months comes to 43. Back wages payable is 120 x 43-5160 , which the 
Society will pay. 

6. In the result an award is passed directing the Management Society 
LO pay Rs. 5,160 (Rupecs five thousand one hundred and sixty ) as 
arrears in back wages to Smt. P. N. Sulochana. The employce is not 
entitled to any other benefits.

1. Short title . These rules may be called the Kerala Motor Vehicles 
(Amendment) Rules, 1982. 


2. Amendment of rule 285.- In the Kerala Motor Vehicles Rules, 1961, for 
sub -rule ( 1) ofrule 285, the following sub -rule shall be substituted , namely : 

" (1 ) Horns. - Every motor vehicle shall be fitted with a horn conforming 
to the I. S. I. specification No. 13 : 1884—1970 as given below : 


The measured sound level of the horns shall be within the following 

limiting values: 


(a) 85 to 105 dB for horns of type 1 (*) 
(b ) 90 to 105 dB for horns of type 2 (**) 
(c) 95 to 115 dB for vibrating horns of type 3 
(d ) 105 to 125 dB for wind tone horns of type 3 


) (4) 


Note:-These values for sound pressure level are expressed in relaxation to 

2 x 10 N /m (rms). 


In addition , the accustic spectrum of sound emitted by the horn should 
present within the band of frequency of 1800 to 3550 HZ, a sound pressure 
level greater than that of all the components of frequency exceeding 3550 HZ 
order in any case it should be equal to or greater than : 


(a ) 85 dB for hornsof type -1 
(b ) 90 dB for horns of type -2 
(c ) 95 dB for vibrating horns of type 3 and 

(d ) 105 dB for wind tone horns of type 3 
Note : - (* ) Type I ac horns for motor cycles without storage battery .

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Explanatory Note 
(This is not part of the notification but is intended to indicate its main 
purport). 

The Government of India has observed that the problems of noise pollu 
tion is on the increase in big cities , partially due to the noise generated by the 
increasing number of motor vehicles on roads. It has also been observed 
that there is an increasing tendency among some vehicle owners to 
replace the original horns with horns producing multitional and shrill noises. 
Government consider that such a tendency can be curbed by prescribing in 
the Motor Vehicles Rules itself that motor vehicles will have horns con 
forming to I. S. I. specifications. This notification is intended to achieve 
the above purpose . 
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
